This was shown 
in the sixth annual report of the 
Eastern Irrigation District recently. 

L. C. Charlesworth, manager of 
the’ district for two years, said in 
his report, “I would like to say 
there is satisfaction in knowing 
that we have come through a try- 
ing and difficult year with a sub- 
stantial surplus while at the same 
time the condition of the irrigation 
works has been materially improv- 
ed.” 

“It seems clear we can carry on 
in 1941 With the same charges for 
water service and for hail as were 
made in 1940.”

prove or disapprove of any public matter without thought of servitude 


to uny particular party or group. 
tu any. contentious matter. To 
say that independence was that 


To be neutral is to avoid reference
